The mis- 
sion was made necessary to assuage the fears of moderate 
Arab states (bat the Camp David agreements are a sell-out. 
If anything, the tour has proved to Mr. Vance that it has 
been quite necessary. This is not to say ihat ihe secretary of 
state has succeeded in winning over the Arab moderates. It 
wjJi uke more than words by Mr. Vance to set Arab-Ameri- 
can relations straight. 

Immediately after (he conclusion of the Camp David 
agreements, President Carter assured the Arabs via a press 
conference that the agreements are not a final step but rather 
represent a framework for peace. Mr. Vance later repealed 
this stance in almost identical words. The ^me position was 
adopted a few days later by Zbigniew Brzezdnski, the presideiv- 
tial adviser, who took pains to underline the vRal role that 
the moderate Arab states must play to ensure the success of 
rhe Camp David accords. 

The repeated American assurances only confirm that 
there is reason for Arab apprehension. The two documents 
of Camp David are separate: The peace treaty between Egypt 
and Israel could still be signed even ff the agreement on the 
West Bank crumbles. The shortcomings of the second agree- 
ment, as far as the Arabs are concerned, deserve a study on 
tbteir own. Suffice to say that it incorporates most of the old 
Begin plan which was rejected way back In November. 

The moderate — and radical — Arabs, however, have no 
rights over Begin himself or, for that matter, over President 
Sadat. But they are apprehensive that the U.S. might have 
finally taken a position against their interest. And since this 
Is the time for “explaining’' Mr. Vance, or, better still, Mr. 
Carter may want to close up the U.S. position on Israeli set- 
tlements. 

Since 1967, successive American presidents and their sec- 
retaries of Slate and U.N. ambassadors have stated that the 
presence of Israeli settlements in occupied Arab territijries is 
illegal. The Camp David accords make the existing ones in 
Che West Bank and Gaza legal and Begin is even contesting 
the U.S. assertion that he has made a moratorium on future 
settlements. So in the dispute over the future settlements, the 
present ones are suddenly legalized. And this is without even 
having to go into the subject of Jerusalem. 

The moderate Arabs appreciate American explanations 
and pledges but so far they have not been convinced. They 
worry that in the absence of convictron and an honest Ame- 
rican position, they may come under pressure from thdr 
radical brothers to adopt a more forceful. attitude against the 
protagonists of a solution that is breaking the Arab world 
in two. The radicals will have no choice but to look toward 
the Soviet Union for help and Moscow will be given a golden 
opportunity to return to the Middle East through the mde 
door haying been kicked out of the window. Of course, there 
is always the chance that the Soviet Union has been in on 
the deal from the very beginning. 

The U.S. must work with utmost dispatch to renabibtate 
itself with the, Arab moderates and salvage its credibility. The 
moderates' position notwithstanding, the U-S. will have to do 
this if only to support its contention that the moderates are 
n^essary to accomplish peace 
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Drill bits and diplomacy

DALLAS — 

The deal is as complex as 
the chunk of equipment at its 
heart — a tou^ multi-faced 
oil-drill bit that Russia wants. 

Dresser Industries, based 
Dallas, is eager to sell the So- 
viet Union a plant to make the 
bits, aod President Jimmy Car- 
ter has approved. 

But other high officials am 
fighting (be deal — and in 
Washington, a Senate subcom- 
mittee on investigations told 
Dresser to produce a wide ran- 
ge of documents Monday so 
the matter can get a new re- 
view. 

So the stage is set for two big 
questions to be asked; 

— Will this deal help the 
•Russians at the cost of Ame- 
rican security? 

— Even if it doesn't, should 
the United Stales use such trade 
deals as a lever to pressure the 
Russians into such policies as 
better treatment of dissidents? 

In the larger scale of Dres- 
ser industries’ S3 billion annual 
sales figures, the proposal to 
s^ SI 43 million worth of the 
drill bits to the Soviet Union 
over three years doesn't seem 
very big. 

But ER. Luter. senior vice 
president of Dresser Industries, 
who has assumed the role of 
COTipany spokesman in the 
matter, can recite from me- 
mory the events that have brou- 
^ it to the Senate commit- 
tee: 

Six years ago, he says, the 
Russians approached Dresser 
about buUth^ a plant to pn- 
duce the rock drill bits. A plant 
at Kuibyshev is already mann- 
facturing bits, but this one 
would increase production there 
by some 100,000 bits annually. 

Because of differences in 
drilling technique, the Soviet 
bits rotate much faster, and 
wear out faster. Dresser's bit 
has the advantage of being par- 
ticularly tough and long-last- 


Last fall, the U.S. Commerce 
Department issued a favorable 
report, and Dresser got two ex- 
port licenses. But then the pro- 
blems began. 

Some of them focus on a 
computerized electron beam 
welding machine used In the 
manufacturing process. “Jl's the 
same technique used in making 
television picture tubes ” Luter 
says. “It's about as sophistica- 
ted as the control mechani^ 
on an automatic dishwasher.** 

But others disagree, among 
them Senator Henry Jackson, 
Democrat-Washington, who 
says the technolo^ un be used 
to make armor-piercing shells- 

Luter scoffs at chat and says 
the red problem involves dip- 
lomacy, . . ^ , 

Zbigniew BrzeziasKi, Carters 
National Security Adviser, and 
Energy Secretary James Schle- 
singer, who oppose the sale, 
want to use trade with the Rus- 
sians as a diplomatic lever. Lu-

Luter also says it was only 
after the export licenses woe 
approved by the departments 
of State, Commerce, Defense 
and Energy that Jackson 
ed the picture by recommend- 
ing the licenses be revoked.

Luter said his firm has not 
seen the report, but believes it 
warns that the technology and 
makeup of the bits — some of 


the teeth would be of tungsten 
carbide ■— could be used for 
military purposes. 

On the other band. Eugene 
Fubioi, a Texas Instruments di- 
rector who is chairman of the 
D^ense Science Board's task 
force, says the report address- 
ed an overall question of eoi- 
portalioo of technology. 

Jackson sees no incompati- 
bility. He stresses both argu- 
ments: 

“Rrst, should we give them 
this high-grade technology, 
which will substantially improve 
their oil production, at a tiow 
when they axe arresting Am en- 
can newsmen and businessmea? 
. . . Sttond, this technology has 
certain military implications. It 
will enable them to manufac- 
ture a certain type of armor- 
picrcing shell which they would

LOS ANGELES -- 

While the TV cameras and 
the reporters' pencils were pois- 
ed outside Ckrnp David, await- 
ing any scrap of news, anothu 
story broke but went almosi un- 
noticed. It was the aonounce- 
ment by Mexico's President 
Jose Lopez Portillo that his 
country's possible oil reserve 
were being revised upward to 
200 billion barrels. This could 
put Mexico in the class of Sau- 
di Arabia as an oil supplier. 

The implications are ^eaL 
Developed with care, the oil re- 
serves could not only bring eco- 
nomic strength to an important 
U.S. neighbor and generate 
jobs for Mexico's exploding 
population, but^tbey could also 
provi^ the United States with 
a major alternative source of 
energy to Arab and other 
OPrc oil. There is the powbi- 
lity of such reserves stabilizing 
or even lowering world 
prices through competfUoa. 
And the short supply route and 
greater ease of transportation 
from Mexico would reduce the 
ever-present danger of super- 
tanker oil spHls. 

A further byproduct of Mexi- 
co’s development of its large re- 
serves could be a reduction in 
the flow of illegal immigrants 


into the U-S The .Mexican 
“carnpesinos” leave the land 
because it cannot support them. 
They flow into the U.S. in a 
steady stream (it is said that 
million of the estimated S mil 
lion “illegals" in the U-S arc 
Mexican) or they flow mto the 
cities of Mexico looking for 
subsistence jobs. In the last 
two decades Mexico City has 
grown to be the world s most 
populous — W'jih a smog pro- 
bim to match. 

Why didn't the administra- 
tion take the .Mexican reserves 
into account when President 
Carter launched his energy 
MEOW (Moral ^uivalent of 
War) in the spring of 1977? 
Nobody is talking for attribu- 
tion. but various press leaks 
by U.S. Department of Energy- 
officials suggest that the ad- 
ministration withheld 1976 CIA 
data which verified the Mexi- 
can reserves.

LONDON— 

In (he wake of (heir latest 
aod most conspicuous failure 
to end Rhodesia's bloody con- 
flict, Anglo-American dip- 
lomats have quietly dedded 
to lie low and abstain from 
fresh initiatives for a while. 

This was the central out- 
come of a private meeting 
this month here among For- 
eign Minister David Owen; 
Richard Moose, the U.S. As- 
sistant Secretary of State for 
African Affairs; AnAony 
Lake, director of State's pt^- 
cy planning unit; and other 
key Bntish and American 
diplomats. 

Authwitative sources dis- 
closed that their meeting, 
scheduled to last 90 minutes 
and actually consuming over 
three hours, was largely de^ 
voted to a cheerless review of 
the Rhodesian confhcL At 
the end, they agreed that nd- 
ther Washington nor London 
could do much that was use- 
ful now. 

The failed ihRiative was 
last month's secret meeting 
between white Premier Ian 
Smith and Joshua Nkomo. one 
of the two guerrilte leaders 
whose forces are closing in on 
the whites. Authorities here 
acknowledge that this meeting 
was designed by Owen. He 
bad hoped to unblock the poli- 
tical stalemate in Rhodesia. 
U.S. officials are said to have 
greeted Owen's plan sk^ticaX- 
ly, but abstained from zerois- 
ing a veto. 

Diplomats strenuously deny 
chat cbe iU-fated meeting was 
designed to achieve a settle- 
ment behind the back of Ro- 
bert Mugabe, Nkomo’s na- 
tional guerrilla partner. Instead 
the Anglo-American officials 
had hoped that the Smitb- 
Nkomo talks would lead to a 
conference of all fories, black 
aod white, inside and outside 
Rhodesia. 

As it turned out, the secret 
meeting was largely- a disaster. 
It has inRiriated Mugabe vriio 
learned of it only after the 
talks took place, and then 
from Nigerian sources who 
had helped promote the meet- 
ing. 

The Smith-Nkomo talks also 
succeeded in sNitting the fra- 
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gile unity among the Black 
African presidents who rule 
lands bordering Rhodesia. 

President Julius Nyerere of 
Tanzania, a major supporter of 
Mugabe, is reliably reported to 
have spoken harshly to Presi- 
dent Kenneth Kaun^ of Zam- 
bia. the chief source of com- 
fort for Nkomo. 

The whole affair was capped 
by (he destructitHi of a Rhode- 
sian civil airliner, claimed by ' 
Nkomo, and the slaughter of 
ten of its white survivors, attri- 
buted to but denied by Nko- 
mo. 

The disclosure that Smith 
met Nkomo has made Nkomo 
fear that he will be regarded 
as a catspaw of whites. So he 
now has said that the proposed 
An^o-American conference of 
- eD* parties is “dead.'* Unsur- 
prisingly, his “partner" Muga- 
be has promptly reported that 
they are very much alive. 

At the same time, the massa- 
cre of the crash survivors has 
made it impossible for Smith 
to make further moves towards 
the guerrillas, the diplomats 
here agreed. They see Smith’s 
own position entengered by 
two rigjitwing white forces in 
Rhodesia. One is demanding 
air and ground strikes wher- 
ever guerrillas are thought to 
camp. The other wants to dis- 
place Smith and somehow ne- 
gotiate a continued white su- 
premacist rule.

No country except South Af- 
rica has recognized Transkei 
since South Africa declared it 
independent in October 1976, 
and no country appears likely 
to. 

The problem is that Trans- 
kei represents the ultimate in 
the South African racial sepa- 
ration policy of apartheid, re- 
cently renamed “plural demo- 
cracy," under which the na- 
tion’s 18 million blacks are 
. being assigned to nine home- 
lands largdy on the basis of 
what language they speak. 

In the end, these 18 million 
will no longer be South Afri- 
cans, but citizens of nine inde- 
pendent countries that critics 
note will put 75 cent of the 
population on 13 per cent of 
the land, noticeably excluding 
major industrial and urban 
areas, as well as the gold 
mines of the Transvaal. 

Divided into three separate 
pieces, which together are 
twice the size of Israel, Trans- 
kei is a land of beautiful moun- 
tains, forests and * rivets that 
descend onto the rugged 320- 
kilometer wild coast aJong the 
Indian Ocean. It is in Transkei 
that 4 million speakers of 
Xhosa are to exercise their na- 
tional political aspirations. 

• The question of just how in- 
dependent Transkei is becomes 
complex, especiaUy when the 
answer is measur^ in money. 

Parking meters in downtown 
Umtata, the countiy’s capital, 
still take South African 5-cem 
pieces and in fact South Afri- 
can cunency is used for all 
financial transactions. Transkei 
imports 90 per cent of its food 
from South Africa and all of 
its fuel. Half of Transkei’s cur- 
rent budget comes from South 
Africa, largely from customs 
-duties and taxes on the wages 
of Trimskeian workers collect- 
ed in South Africa. 

Compounding the economic 
dependence in South Africa is 
Transkei's heated claim to land 
parcels that the white govern- 
ment refuses to give up, al- 
though 'they show as parts of 
Transkei on old documents 
such as Masimini’s U.S. map. 

Pretoria’s apparent refusal 
to take . seriously Transkei's 
claims to the area known as 

Griqualand so enraged 
Prime Minister Kaiser D. Ma- 
tanTima that he excrcised his 
now sovereign rights April 10 
and cut off diplomatic rela- 
tions with South Africa. 

Next Matanzima indicated to 
Pretoria that he considers all 
the pre-independence agree- 
ments to be breakable on whim. 
He ended the mutual non- 
aggression pact the two govern- 
ments had signed. 

Rupture of this pact means 
that South African naval ves- 
sels are supposed to steer clear 
of Transkeian waters and 
South African military planes 
must not overfly Transkeian 
airspace. 

Matanzima has also threa- 
tened to train his 323-man 
army “for the future confron- 
tation with the whites of South 
Africa” and for retaking the 
land he claims for Transkei. 

The Transkeian leader dis- 
missed the white South Afri- 



cans who were training his 
army, which he intends to 
double this year, and replaced 
them with a black Transkeian 
brigadier. 

Foreign Minister Digby Ko- 
y^a recently Invited “any Af- 
rican countries to come for- 
ward and train our officers and 
army and fill the vacuum which 
we have deliberately created by 
removing the South Africans.” 
Transkeian officials have even 
invited South Africa's arch 
enemies, the banned African 
National Congress (ANC) and 
Pan Africanist Congress (PAC), 
at open offices in Transkei. 

T& reaction to Matanzima's 
anti-South Africa stance has 
largriy been wry smiles, with 
some critics making references 
to Albert and Sullivan operet- 
tas and others, like Transkeian 
opposition parliamentarian Siza- 
hele Mda, askkig embarrassing 
questions in the legislative as- 
sembly. 

“What do we do if South 
Africa cuts off our fuel? If 
their planes flew over the as- 
sembly, we could only go out 
and c^ them names,” he said. 

Despite Transkei's dubious 
status and uncertain future, the 
60-odd roa^ that cross its 
Orders with South Africa, 
only two of which have bor~ 
der control i^ts, lead to a 
place of striking beauty vdiere 
residents say independence has 
brou^t chances, some of them 
' for ^e bener. 

Most of the .npproxhnatdy 
2.5 million Transkeians living 
here, unaware of the internatio- 
nal repercussions -of their inde- 
pendence, say they like it 
“It has so many privil^es. 
like making our own laws, 
with our own leaders,” said 
Ernest Fikeni, a SllS-a-month 
policeman. 

Like many other Mack Trans- 
keians, Flkeni is reaping the 
benefits from the .creation of 
Transkei's own independent 
bureaucracy. Police, public 
works and post office, to name 
a few departments, all once 
dominated by whites, have been 
turned over to blacks. The 
post office staff of ^0 for 
example, was 74 per cent white 
in 1974. Only 46 whites, left 
by Pretoria as technical advi- 
sers to Transkei, remain, mak- 
ing up five per cent of the post 
office staff, according to Post- 
master Central Chris Maree, a 
white. 

This development has been 
one of the basic arguments put 
forward by Pretoria as justifi- 
cation for the homelands. “In- 
dependence raises the standard 
of living and employment pros- 
pects and raises the (blacksj 
to status jobs. It's satisfaction 
of human aspirations,” said 
•Maree, who is now training a 
black Transkeian to take his 
'place. 

Other Transkeians are profit- 
ing from an artificial economic 
boom stimulated by the needs 
of an independent government 
Construction of ministerial and 
presidential residences, a uni- 
versity, new office buildings 
and hospitals has been proceed- 


ing at a lively pace over the 
past two years. * 

Despit^ some vestiges of 
South /^rican rule, including 
two white-only schools in Um- 
tata and white-only «vards in 
the main hospitals, most forms 
of racial discrimination have 
disappeared. Interracial cou- 
ples, some of whom moved' into 
Transkei from South Africa 
at its independence, live with- 
out fear of the police harass- 
ment and prosecution that they 
were subjected to in South 
Africa. 

Of the 10,000 whites In 
Transkei before independence, 
it is estimated that about 7,000 
remain. Only 10 have been 
granted Transkeian citizenship 
and 20 more have applied for 
it, according to the Transkei 
Department of Interior. The 
rest have been made “honorary 
blacks.” 

J.IL Williamson, a chartered 
accountant, is one of the ap- 
plicants for citizenship. He 
came to Transkei in 1 956 when 
it was still officially part of 
South Africa.. 

“There are good schools and 
churches here, the atmosphere 
is pleasant, it’s a Christian 
country,” Williamson said. “AU 
the Transkeians ask of me is 
my positive good faith and 
sympathy” 

Both blacks and whites re- 
port that race relations are 
harmonious. 

“The whites have accepted 
(the cl^ges), taken it normal- 
iy, the ri^t way,” ^d black 
reporter Vuyani Mretyanna, 
“They've shown that the hea- 
vens do not fall when things 
like this happen.” 
hi Fort Sl Johns on Tnuis- 
kei's wild coast, a man who 
asked not to be named “be- 
cause I want to stay here," 
said, when asked about chan- 
ges, “well, we’ve got four 
young (hlackj men who work 
in the bank living across the 
street (in what used to be an 
aU-white neigtaborhoodj. Fine 
Uacks. Then we have a first- 
rate black magistrate and a 
block town clerk. But other 
than that, not mu^'s changed, 
except the bridge was knock- 
ed out by the floods." 

Another woman, a munici- 
pal employee, said she had on- 
ly one complaint — “well, it's 
just that thf^’re not Utter-con- 
scious yet” 

The retreat of South Afri- 
can sovereignty has permitted 
the Transkei government to give 
refuge to many ANC and PAC 
members who fled South Afri- 
ca and to o£fer a place where 
criticism of South Africa csui 
openly and freely be voiced, ^ 
cording to Koyana and other 
government nffitai* 

“We have done more for the 
liberation of South Africa by 
creating a place where discus- 
sion can be free,” said Liston 
Ntshoogt^na, an aide to the 
prime minisier. 

But one is free to criticize 
South Africa only so long as 
the Transkei government 


French labor absurdities

PARIS — Everybody seems 
happy at Lucien Bichei's orna- 
ments factory. The workers like 
their boss, the plant earns a 
steady profit and has never 
known a strike. It's an island 
of peace in the battlefield of 
French labor relations. 

1 hus many Frenchmen would 
be astounded to learn that Bic- 
het is going on trial September 
29 on charges of breaking the 
country's labor laws. The idyll 
at Bichei's factory has serv^, 
ironically, to bring the govern- 
ment and the trade unions into 
an alliance. 

One problem is that for the 
past nine months, while much 
. of French industry is plagued 
by labor unrest. Bichei’s 160 
workers have been contentedly 
working a four-day week. 10 
hours a day. 

The law does not permit 
more than a nine-hour day. 

“We are 99 peivent in favor." 
says one of the workers. “It 
gives us a three-day weekend. 


My wife (who also works at 
the plant] does the housework 
on Friday, and we have Satur- 
day and SuD^y free. We save 
on babysitters for the children 
and have more time with 
them.” 

Bichet, 6^ a jovial, white- 
maned Parisian, proposed the 
10-hour, four-day week to his 
staff last year, saying it would 
save money on his sophisticated 
new machines, because the lon- 
g*T they operated each day. 
the less it cost in fuel. 

Until then the staff had 
worked four nine-hour days a 
week, and four hours on Fri- 
day. 

The workers voted to accept 
the arrangement. Then trouble 
started. 

Labor inspectors accused Bic- 
het of violating the 1936 law 
stipulating an eight-hour-a-day, 
five-day week. 

Bichet replied that that law 
was written to protect workers 
from unscrupulous employers, 
not to deny workers what they 


wanted. He claimed he had in- 
creased his staff 20 per cent 
under the new system and was 
receiving 30 job applications a 
month. 

The unions were disinclined 
to support him. Employees of 
lnten»tional Decor are not 
(uionized. French unions are 
fighting for a 3^hour week, 
and apparently feel that Bichet’s 
system is an obstacle at a criti- 
cal time. 

Inspectors began to get 
tough. In nine months Bichet 
accumulated 280 fines totalling 
140,000 francs (about S32.500). 
He refused to pay. 

“1 have done no wrong.” he 
told reporters who visited the 
plant. “1 have made my wor- 
kers happy." The workers back- 
ed his argument. 

Finally, he received a sum- 
mons to appear in court Sep- 
t^ber 29 on charges of viola- 
ting the labor code and dis- 
regarding tKe inspectors’ warn- 
ings. His employees have vow- 
ed to hack him. — (AP)

Von Manteuffel dies at 81; 
Battle of Bidge commander

INNSBRUCK, Sept. 25 (APj 
— Hasso von Manteuffel the 
German general who briefly 
turned the tide of World War 
U when his tanks drove a 
SO-mile wedge into allied lines 
during the 1944 Battle of the 
Bulge, died Sunday while 
on vacation in the Austrian 
Tyrol of a heart attack at 81. 

He commanded the 5th tank 
army in the ill-fated Ardennes 
push launched Dec. 16, 1944. 
It reached within four of 

the River Meuse before the 
offensive collapsed. 

A quarter-century later, Man- 
tettffei acknowledged that Uit- 
ier’s strategic concept had been 
good in principle but chat the 
Gennans lack^ the means to 
carry it out at that late stage. 

By his own account, Man- 
teuffel had tried to persuade 
Hitler to limit his plans to a 
“little slam,'' but Hitler decided 
on a "grand slam" tlut would 
thrust into Luxembourg and 
Belgium through the thinly de* 
fended Ardennes. 

“He thought that, if they 
suffered a serious setback, the 
Britons and Americans would 
squabble, and before they could

ing."
